While the election by Maine 
voters of Edmund Muskie, the} 
first Democratic governor in 20) 
years, dominated the headlines, 
politicians here were inclined to) 
attach even more significance to| 
the gains the Democrats made} 
while losing three House -seats | 
and the Senate contest in Maine. 


GOP SETBACK 


The cold, hard statistics dem- 
onstrated a Republican loss of 12 
percentage points in the victory 
margins of their three House can- 
didates as compared with the out- 
come two years ago. Sen. Mar- 
garet Chase Smith, the Republi- 
can who won reelection, als® won 
by 12 percentage points less than 
her margin in 1948 when she first 
was sent to the Senate. 

If the adage, ‘‘As goes Maine, so 
goes the nation,” still held, and 
this 12 percentage point trend held 
uniformly across the country, this 
would mean a Republican loss of 
106 House seats and 13 Senate 
seats in November. 

But even the Democrats were 
not talking this optimistically. A 
formal statement by Stephen A. 
Mitchell, Democratic national 
chairman, declared that if the 
Democrats made only half the 
gains elsewhere that they made 
in the Maine congressional races, 
“we will pick up a minimum of 
40 seats.”’ 


BLAME CROSS 


Blamng Gov. Burton M. Cross 
for his own defeat and, in part, 
for the reduced majorities of the 
Maine House and Senate, Repub- 
lican leaders publicly were satis- 
fied to claim a victory for the 
Eisenhower administration be- 
cause Mrs. Smith and the three 
Republican House members were 
reelected. 

Before the election, however, 
the Republicans themselves had 
injected into the Maine election 
the issue of whether their House 
and Senate candidate would win 
by larger or smaller majorities. 

The Maine balloting yesterdav 
was the first statewide test of the 
Eisenhower administration’s pro- 
gram, and Vice President Nixon, 
himself, said the outcome would 
have great significance nation- 
ally. 

Appealing for the support of 
the entire Republican ticket in a 
television broadcast from Port- 
land on Aug. 29, Nixon added: 

“For this reason I am hopeful 
that this state which has been 
known for sO many years as a 
Republican stronghold will give 
an even greater majority than 
before and thereby set the stand- 
ard for the rest of the country in 
November.”

Maine Vote Signals 
A Tough Campaign 


While it would be foolhardy to inter- 
pret the Maine election as a firm indica- 
tion of a trend to the Democrats, the po- 
litical adage “as Maine goes” persists in 
the minds of close observers of the current 
congressional campaign. Its psychological 
impact will be great. 

The state elected a Democratic gover- 
nor for the first time in 20 years. Tradi- 
tionally Republican, it has chosen a Demo- 
crat for the office only four times in the 
last 90 years. 

In addition, the GOP congressional 
candidates were hard pushed to win. Their 
huge 1952 majorities were whittled down. 

The Republicans had concentrated 
their big guns on Maine, knowing that 
the results would have a bearing on the 
entire campaign. Vice President Nixon 
had thrown the full weight of the admin- 
istration behind the effort. He termed it 
a test of the “Eisenhower program.” 

President Eisenhower remains person- 
ally popular. The country as a whole sup- 
ports most of his program. However, the 
GOP Congress has riddled that program, 
compromised it and given the country 
much that was not included in it. Many 
members of the GOP Congress, especially 
Sen. McCarthy and his followers, have 
openly challenged the President and the 
Chief Executive’s authority. 

The Eisenhower foreign policy, be- 
cause of so much meddling, has flopped in 
every direction. 

Another thing to remember is the fact 
that while the nation did repudiate the 
Truman administration on issues of Korea 
and corruption, Democratic candidates for 
Congress actually polled more votes in 
1952 than did the GOP. Republican con- 
trol of Congress has rested on paper-thin 
margins and much of the Eisenhower pro- 
gram has depended upon Democrats for 
passage. 

The Maine results can be interpreted 
as a reflection of the division and dis- 
unity within the GOP ranks and with 
President Eisenhower's difficulties in 
“leading” a GOP Congress. It expresses 
dissatisfaction with reactionary policies of 
the Old Guard. 

While elections more often are deter- 
mined on local issues and personalities 
than the casual observer knows, the fact 
that the full weight of the administration 
was put to the test in Maine bodes no good 
for the GOP in its campaign to capture 
majorities in the November elections. We 
may expect Republican strategists to pull 
out all stops in digging up Democratic 
dead cats in the mud-slingingest cam- 
paign in history. 


We Poison Our Waters 
For the Sake of Wages 


Thousands of dead fish in the Alta- 
maha below Jesup point up one of Geor- 
gia’s major problems—water conservation 
and effective control of stream pollution. 


The fish are believed to have died as 
the result of poisonous wastes from Ray- 
onier’s new cellulose piant on the river 
bank near Jesup. When the plant was 
planned the company honestly thought it 
had solved this problem by a collection 
basin for waste matter. But apparently 
the combination of drought, the record 
low level of the river, and the wastes 
proved too much for even rugged catfish. 


According to reports, rough and game 
fish have died. by the thousands all the 
way from Jesup to salt water. This is 
hard on sportsmen, and works a real in- 
justice on landowners along the course of 
the poisoned stream. 

According to the State Game and Fish 
Commission, Georgia has no law to control 
pollution in cases like this. In its eager- 
ness to attract new industry the state ap- 
parently has exempted manufacturing 
plants from such responsibility. 

Rayonier is a fine company and 
anxious to stay on good terms with its 
neighbors. There is little doubt that the 
company will do what it can to keep the 
Altamaha clean and sweet. 

The fact remains, however, that due to 
a loophole in the law, every stream and 
river of Georgia can be ruined, and with 
the tacit consent of the state.

For 
running water, particularly when there 
are fish in it, has a real fascination for 
man. 


83rd Congress Neglected 


Resources Conservation 


When it comes to conservation of nat- 
ural resources, the 83rd Congress almost 
established itself as a “du nothing’”’ group. 
That may have been a gvod thing. 


As John B. Oakes points out, in The 
New York Times, the Congress failed to 
pass a number of proposed bills that 
would have hurt the nation’s conservation 
program. But, says Mr. Oakes, with the 
exception of the “small watershed” act, 
it is hard to see where Congress did a sin- 
gle thing to help the program. 

The Times reporter relays the sugges- 
tion from those concerned about the prob- 
lem that those really interested in genuine 
conservation join one of the nation’s great 
conservation groups that the influence 
may help. The National Parks Asso- 
ciation, the National Audubon Society and 
the Izaak Walton League are among those 
mentioned. 

He repeats, too, the recommendation of 
a member of Congress that a “conserva- 
tion bloc” be formed therein to fight for 
the public’s stake in the preservation of 
natural resources. 

Private interests are ready to move in 
—on timber, on oil, on scenic areas, on 
power sites—everywhere the public drops 
its guard. In the name of Gifford Pinchot, 
the Roosevelts, Teddy ard FD, and other 
great exponents of conservation, the 
American public should rise up and de- 
mand a positive and continuing conserva- 
tion policy. 
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Automotive Inspection 


Would Save Many Lives 


In New York State after Sept. 1, 1955, 
no automotive vehicle registered in the 
state will be allowed on the highways if 
the owner cannot show proof that the ve- 
hicle is in good mechanical condition. 
Proof will be a certificate of inspection as 
required by a 1954 law which becomes 
effective next May l. 

By that time the state expects to have 
licensed about 13,000 garages and service 
stations to make the inspection. Each sta- 
tion will set its own fee subject to state 
approval. If a car is judged unworthy for 
travel, the owner can have it repaired 
wherever he likes, but he must have it 
repaired. 

New York safety engineers say that 
mechanical defects cause eight per cent of 
all reported accidents. On that ratio they 
expect the new law, properly enforced, 
to save at least 180 lives a year within the 
state. 

Automotive vehicle inspection is some- 
thing the Georgia Legislature has shied 
away from, despite the logic and the ap- 
parent need. 

The Uniform Traffic Code gives the 
State Patrol the right tc make spot checks 
and suspend the registration of vehicles 
judged unsafe. But the provision is not 
a satisfactory substitute for a mandatory 
periodic inspection law. It is locking the 
car in the garage after the brakes have al- 
ready failed. 

Perhaps the 1955 General Assembly 
will be the one which resists selfish local 
pressures and gives the state the kind of 
auto inspection statute which, when en- 
forced, will pretty well eliminate mechan- 
ical failure as an accident. Then'all we'll 
have to worry about is the human factor, 
something much more difficult to gauge 
and to control.

Neglect of Georgia’s Soil 
Endangers State’s Economy 


If a thief in the middle of the night were to enter the gate of a 
Bulloch County farmer and steal his tractor, and burn down his barn, 
the whole community would be enraged and would join our farmer 


in search for the criminal. 


Yet this farmer may be doing even worse than that to himself. 


He may be neglecting his farm 
by failure to use good conserva- 
tion methods so as to do damage 
far worse than any human thief 
could do. 


If he is a stranger to kudzu, 
the contoured land, the terraces, 
to meadow strips, to cover crops, 
fo pasture sod, and woodlands, 
then while his eyes are open a 
more sinister thief is doing his 
work of carrying farmer X's farm 
away and dumping it into the At- 
lantic ocean or Gulf of Mexico. 

This week has been set aside by 
the governor of Georgia as ‘‘Soil 
Conservation Week.’’ It is well that 
all of us give consideration to this 
vital problem, for it effects all of 
us. As the soil goes, so goes the 
nation. 

There is a familiar story in the 
Rible about a “Promised Land.” 
It was a wonderfully rich country 
which God has promised His 
chosen people. 

When the Israelites came to the 
edge of this territory, thev sent out 


spies to investigate the land. Two 


spies, Joshua: and Caleb, brought 
back a minority report which hap- 
pily was adopted. 

They reported that they had seen 
“a land flowing with milk and

honey ... and exceeding land.” 
In the 3,000 years that have passed 
since that time this land ‘‘flowing 
with milk and honey’’ has been so 
devastated by soil erosion that the 
soils have been swept off fully half 
the acres of the hill lands.

And we had better show our ap- 
preciation for ‘‘the good earth’ by 
keeping it good.

Well, the tree man camé and looked at the 
mimosa tree, and felt its pulse, and listened to 
its heartbeat and respiration. Then he tapped his

The tree was getting along in 
years anyway, and mimosas are 
notoriously short-lived. They thrive 
and flourish for about‘15 years, 
maybe 20, and then, like a 40-year- 
old man, they begin to lose ground 
— slipping slowly back into the 
darkness, and the silence, just as 
@ man does when his eyes begin 
to go, and then his hearing. It 
may last another 20 years, if it’s 
a particularly strong tree, and 
nothing happens to hurt it, like a 
windstorm that breaks off the 
limbs or a spell of dry weather 
that saps its strength. 

It was pretty clear what hap- 
pened to my tree, though, he said. 
Its trouble began with the drought. 
That weakened it, and made it sus- 
ceptible to some sort of fungus he 
did not name. (Tree men seem to 
be like doctors. Any tree disease 
they do not understand, they attrib- 
ute to a mysterious fungus. Any 
human disease the doctors don’t 
understand, they attribute to a 
virus.) And after the fungus, he 
said, came the borers, and the tree 
was through. 

If I'd had a few good, hard-work- 
ing woodpeckers around the house, 
he said, they might have kept the 
borers down. But we've been short

She planted a wild grape 
vine at its foot and the vine grew 
up and covered the old dead tree, 
and it worked out fine. 


She can sit on her terrace now, 
eating grapes, with vine leaves in 
her hair.

And she feels 
like a Bible character, sitting un- 
der her own vine and fig tree. 

Which sounds nice. But some 
how, I don’t want a wild grape vine 
around my house.

Only trouble was, every 
muscadine it bore was 50 feet up 
in the air. And it almost strangled 
the poor old pine to death before 
the tree man came out with a crew 
of men and pulled it down. Took 
‘em all day and cost me nearly $40, 
And I never got a muscadine.

Nothing is being overlooked in the line of promotion. 

Take a case in point here this week, a breakfast for the press 


at the local airport. 
The host: National Republican 


Chairman Leonard W. Hall. The 
occasion: ‘‘the take-off’’ of Vice 
President Richard Nixon and 


House Speaker Joseph W. Martin 
Jr. in chartered planes on the first 
leg of their respective nationwide 
tours to try to elect another Re- 
publican Congress. 

While this event could hardly 
compare with Elijah going to 
heaven in a chariot of fire, it 
nevertheless marks a ‘“‘first’’ of 
which James Bassett, the national 
committee’s public relations direc- 
tor, made the most. He said the 
committee considered the occasion 
‘to be not only an important meet- 
ing politically, but an innovation 
in campaign projects, since this 
marks the first time in the his- 
tory of off-year congressional elec- 
tions that the principals of both 
Houses have embarked in this 
fashion on full-scale speaking 
tours of the country.”’ 

There was another fellow who 
subsequently became vice presi- 
dent, by the name of Alben W. 
Barkley, who scoured all the back 
roads and most of the towns and 
cities, big and small, in 1948. He 
was teamed up. with a President 
running uphill for re-election by 
the name of Harry S. Truman, 
who did a lot of ‘‘whistle-stop”’ 
speaking himself. 

While Mr. Barkley used all 
forms of locomotion, including

airplanes, nobody put on such a 
fancy ‘“‘take-off'’ for him any- 
where as the Republicans arranged 
for our present vice president and 
the speaker of the House. That 
year Democrats were hard up for 
cash for campaigning, with no 
funds for fancy ‘“‘launchings.”’ 

Though the circumstances were 
different in some respects, the 
Democratic pair in 1948 did somes 
thing which Republicans are smart 
to imitate this year, which was 
to canvass the country from end 
to end telling their story over and 
over and over. It paid off for the 
Truman-Barkley team. 

The Nixon-Martin act is only 
part of the performance, but. an 
important part. While Speaker 
Martin is a_ sincere, pedestrian 
sort of stump orator, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon has something which 
has led some folks to call him a 
political Billy Graham. 

The President, himself, has a 

big role. Never has a President 
worked so hard as Mr. Eisen- 
hower, and in so many different 
ways, to transfer some of his gloss 
to Republican candidates for Con- 
gress.

Georgia will be allotted approximately $1,755,000 in a 
federal program to increase milk consumption by offering 
cheaper milk to school children, state and federal officials 
announced Tuesda 


The federal funds would allow Job oe eee

the schools to offer early morning 
milk or “recess” milk to chil 
dren at 1 or 2 cents under the 
regular price per half pint, Miss 
Eleanor Pryor, director of Geor- 
gia’s school lunch program, ex- 
plained. 


That milk would be in addition 
to half pints served with nine out 
of every 10 lunches served daily 
to an average of 301,105 school 
children in Georgia, she added. 

Later, Gov. Talmadge told the 


annual meeting of Atlanta Dairy 
Cooperatives that Georgia milk 
producers’ greatest problem is 


‘gummer milk surpluses, 


The governor first announced 
Georgia’s participation in the 
new plan, under which 50 million 
dollars of Commodity Credit 
Corp. funds would be used 
throughout the country. 

Russell James, regional repre- 
sentative of the Department of 
Agriculture, announced Georgia’s 
share of the funds, which will be 
used to reimburse schools for 
part of the price of milk they buy 
under Georgia’s school lunch pro- 
gram. 


Gov. Talmadge, himself a mem- 
ber of Dairy Cooperatives, told 
members that Georgia dairymen 
should shoot for a more stable 
year-around production to keep 
up with other Southeastern states. 

The governor said Georgia’s 
milk production has risen only 
16 per cent in the last 14 years, 
compared with Tennessee and 
North Carolina with 30 per cent 
hikes and Florida with an 86 per 
cent rise in production.

Would you believe it, Fulton county, our own young, bouncy 
Fulton, is a hoary old centenarian? 

Yep, effective this fall Fulton county is a hundred years old! 
Signs are beginning to go up around town advertising a centennial 
celebration. Plans are afoot for a big flossy parade Sept. 29, 
school and park celebrations, costume balls, open house at the 
court house and special programs at some. of our county 


institutions. 


In order to prepare for this celebration Mrs, Leonard Haas 
and Mrs. Allen Lockerman (that’s Doris, who formerly columned 
here) have set up an office at the Fulton county administration 
building. They are called coordinators of centennial plans and 
they have been working with such history-minded citizens as 
Franklin Garrett, whose new history of Atlanta is due off the 
press soon, and Ivan Allen Sr., to make the centennial celebration 


reflect the county’s lively past. 


To my mind one of the liveliest items they have dug up is 
the account from ‘an 1897 issue of The Constitution about the first 
social affair in our history. We've become pretty smooth and 
urbane in a hundred years with such things as the spring season 
of the Metropolitan Opera to enliven the social scene. But we 
better not give ourselves airs. Historians are mindful of the fact 
that the forerunner of Met parties was Mrs. Mulligan’s ball. 

Mrs. Mulligan’s husband was a foreman on a railroad building 
crew when Atlanta was called Terminus and he was a good 
workman, according to the reminiscences of John J. Thrasher. 
Mr. Thrasher got Mr. Mulligan from the state road and he 
wanted to keep him but there was the matter of housing. The 
other workmen and their families lived in a row of rude shacks, 


“Mrs. Mulligan heard that the shacks were not floored with 
boards and she refused to move down here with her husband 
unless her cabin was floored with planks. She was the foreman’s 
wife and she felt that she was entitled to something better than 
a dirt floor. Mulligan would not stay with me unless his wife 
moved down and so there was nothing for me to do but buy the 
lumber and put a wooden floor in the Mulligan shack; and so 
I had to go out to Collier’s mill for the material. Well, I bought 
4 load or two of puncheon, and laid the best floor I could for 
Mrs. Mulligan. Her husband thought it would please her, and 


she came down.’’ 


Of course Mrs. Mulligan was no sooner installed in her house 
than, woman-like, she wanted to show it off by havihg a ball. 

Reported Mr. Thrasher: ‘‘The first society of Atlanta was 
there, and it was a swell affair, or we thought it was. Mrs. 
Mulligan was mistress of ceremonies and she said that I would 
have to dance the first set with her.’’ 


Mr. Thrasher and Mrs. 


Mulligan danced with such gay 


abandon he hung his high-topped boots in the new floor and broke 
off a heel but that didn’t halt the stately meAsure. They danced 
on, “‘hippety-hop,’”’ according to Mr. Thrasher, and the success of 
the affair established Mrs. Mulligan as the first leader of Atlanta 


society. 


More than that, to Mr. Thrasher’s horror, it caused the other 
wives to set up a howl for plank floors in their shacks. Dear Mrs. 


Mulligan, I wish I'd known her.

Outlook Brighter 
For TB Patients 


The outlook for tuberculosis is 
brighter today because we know 
how to diagnose the condition 
early and a variety of remedies 
is available. 

And credit for the improved 
over-all tuberculosis picture goes 
beyond early diagnosis. Accord- 
ing to Dr. J. Burns Amberson, 
some of our progress is due to 
new knowledge on the early 
stages of the disease. 

A seunder approach to treat- 
ment is possible by correlating 
symptoms and laboratory find- 
ings with changes taking place 
inside the lung. 

In early tuberculosis, inflam- 
mation usually is confined to a 
small area; there is a minimal 
effect upon the system in gen- 
eral hence the victim considers 
himself healthy. 

Fatigue and weight loss may 
be noted and, occasionally, 
pleurisy or slight fever. Cough 
does not appear until the origi- 
nal lesion begins to soften and 
slough into the bronchi. 

The discharge is scanty at 
first and the victim may swal- 
low it. A thick discharge can- 
not spread into other parts of 
the lung as easily as the thin 
material does. 

Here chance plays a role as 
there is no way to alter the 
viscosity of the sputum. As the 
original focus breaks down and 
secretes more and more ma- 
terial, coughing increases. 
These changes explain the ad- 
age, tuberculosis is self-healing 
and self-perpetuating. 

Healing is encouraged when 
the lesion softens and the con- 
tents escape into the bronchial 
tree. On the other hand, the 
infected sputum offers a meth-
